GARFIELD'’s CHUMS. 


How They Took Charge of the Sick 
President and Sought to Kun the 
Country on Their Own Hook. 

Curcaago, June 8. 

A Times Washington special has an 
interesting bit of history eonnected 
with the closing days of Garfield’s ad- 
ministration. It appears that there 
was a good deal of trouble during the 
days of Garfield’s illness. Chums who 
were always so near to him monopo- 
lized everything in the way of public 
business, and practically crowded out 
of the Cabinet consideration of every- 
thing in relation to the President and 
his family. It comes from high au- 
thority that Rockwell, one of the 
chums, a week or'so before the Presi- 
dent was removed to Elberon, wrote 
out a commission for himself as Quar- 
termaster-General in the army, and 
sought to get it to the President for 
his signature. [ie showed it to Mrs. 

Garfield and asked her advice about 

it, and said to her that James had in- 

tended to appoint him, and to make 
certain of it, it would probably be 
better to have the President's baad to 
it while he was able. At this time 
Garfield was unconscious. He re- 
mained so the greater part of the day, 
only occasionally appearing to be con- 
scious of what was going on around 
him. Mrs. Garfield showed the com- 
mission to Mr. Blaine, the head of the 
Cabinet, and asked his advice. Mr. 


Blaine was 
VERY INDIGNANT. 


He tore up the commission and 
added that it was the height of inde- 
cency for Rockwell to bring up any 
such proposition at that time. He 
said there were many more ‘mportant 
matters that needed consideration, if 
the President should at any time be 
in a state of mind to thiok of them. 
The chums bitterly hated Blaine and 
in every way they could they asserted 
themselves in directing affairs as 
against any suggestions. Had the 
President lived, Blaine has since said 
in private with a number of gentle- 
men, he (Blaine) would have insisted 
upon the dismissal] of all chums, or he 
would have resigned his place in the 
Cabinet. At Long Branch the chums 
could not realize that Garfield was 
going to die. They had been with 
him and nursed him from day to day 
and firmly believed that when he 
recovered they would bave control and 
dictation of affairs. It was part of 
their plans to oust Biaine at the very 
first vpportunity. Some of their talk 
was one day carrie to Blaine, and he 
was asked if he intended to take any 
votice cf what. the chums said in openly 
threatening what they were going to 
do. He replied: ‘‘ Bah! I will have 


NO FIGHT WITH PISMIRES.”’ 


Swaim and Rockweil dnring the 
short period of Garfield’s administra- 
tion established a firm for the dispen- 
sation of patronage. All army ap- 
pointments, promotions and what not 
were largely controlled through them. 
Swaim’s great hold on Gen. Garfield 
was through his financial relations 
with him. Swaim had acquired quite 
a large fortune during the last few 
years by carefully saving his salary 
and by judicious investments and 
loans. He held a mortgage on Gar 
field’s house in this city and ~~ 
his farm at Mentor. Had Garfield 
lived and had these chums been\al- 
lowed to retain their hold, his admin- 
istration would certainly have become 
more notorious than Grant’s in its 
worst days when the White House 
was controlled by a small ring of 
placemen who used the power of the 
Government for the worst purposes.

In that State in. the interest of the 
chums. He followed the condition of 
the President very closely, and through 
his connection with the chums sup- 
plied Wall street with bulletins of the 
condition of the sick man. The chums, 
however, who had access to the sick 
room and who controlled all the chan- 
neis of approach tothe President, gave 
out more misinformation upen the 
subject than any one else connected 
with the case.

SMALL-PUX. 


There is Danger of Chinese Immigrants 
_ Spreading the Disease. 

A great proportion of the Chinameo 
who go East are fresh arrivals by ships 
that have brought small-pox te San 
Francisco, and wear the same clothes 
they landed with.. Though they may 
have been quarantined and their 
clothes fumigated, there is still dan- 
ger of spreading the disease. The 
small-pox germ may remaia latent for 
months until certain atmospheric con- 
ditions make it active and virulent, or 
it Comes in contact with a more sus- 
ceptble subject than that which first 
developed it. There is but one way 
to thoroughly disinfect clothing, and 
that is to burn it. It is seldom a 
ship that has had small-pox on board 
to any great extent, like the steam- 
ship now in San Francisco, is disin- 
fected go as to be entirely safe for 
fut passengers, and the GazETTE 
ventures the remark that when she 
returns to this coast with another 
cargo of coolies she will bring another 
instaliment of disease with her. It is 
more than probable that outbreaks of 
small-pox will be heard from in the 
Eastern States where these new airivals 
locate. But our friends on the Atlan- 
tic seahoard have to learn the peculi- 
arities of Chinamen, and they might 
as well acquire a portion of that 
knowledge through an epidemic as in 
any other manner.

SIERRA VALLEY. 


Where They Paddie Their Own Canoe 
in Spite ef Grasshoppers. 


Srerra VALuey, June 5. 

Ep. Gazetre: Our Spring was of 
short duration, rudely imposed upon 
in the cemmencement by the snow- 
flurries of Winter, loth to release his 
holdiog, and the latter part yielding 
too soon to the warm sun of Summer; 
and we have the ever recurring and 
pleasant sign that it has come to stay. 
All through the Summer months, as 
the glowing sun sinks behind the lorty, 
grim-clad mountain hights, casting 
their shadows in fantestic outline 
across the open valley, we feel the cou! 
evening breeze swooping down the 
shady canyons, stirring the pine leaves 
to a soft, slumbersome murmur, like 
the far distant sound of ocean waves, 
giving one a breath of air, fresh, vig- 
orous and balm-scented; and one won- 
ders why people will live in the ener- 
vating climate of the orange-grove and 


vineyard. All the fields and wide 
plains are waving with a vigorous 
growth of fresh young grass and wild 
flowers. The gray sagebrush is gaily 
festooned with the pink, lilac, and the 
luxuriantly-green grain fields give 
promise of an abuodant harvest— 
barring the grasshopper. I did not 
intend to admit the grasshopper in my 
torrespondence; but as he forms the 
principal stock for items, news and 
puffs trom this section, I have con- 
eluded that the public woald not re- 
CognizZe the locality unless I do. From 
the carefully gathered statistics and 
estimates of Professor J. G. Lemmon, 
‘prepared some three years ago and 
published in the San Francisco Bulle- 
tin, it is easy to estimate that the actual 
damage we have sustained in conse- 
quence of their depredations up to the 
present time—a period of abvut five 
years—will amount to more than a 
million of dollars. But if we take 
into considerafion the consequential 
damages resulting from his occupency, 
it would be far in excess of that 
amount. Still we have lived, and do 
believe that moie of prosperity has 
fallen to our lot than would to any of 
the most favored sections of Califor- 
nia under-the same circumstances. 


THEY MANAGE TO LIVE. 


We can imagine what a hew!l would 
go up from the much-lauded fruit 
belts and $300-per-acre orange lands of 
the lower valleys. Some, transient vis- 
itor has occasionally given the public 
a dolorovs account of our prospects 
and circumstances, but we have never 
“‘squealed.” The tough and hardy 
rancher here is an o!d-timer and abun- 
dant in resources. He will turo bis 
hand to some old trade, buy snd sella 
few cattle, engage in banking in Reno 
—anything to turn an honest peony 
and eke out # living until better times 
come: The Government at Washing- 
ton some years ago took notice enough 
of us—for which we are highly grate- 
ful—to detail and “ stake” an entomo- 
logical commission, to make us a visit 
of condolence, and by a combination 
of practical experience and scientilic 
theories it was hoped that great re- 
sulta might be accomplished. It was 
not our good fortune to meet them 
here, but we heard of them at Tahoe, 
where the boss, Professor. Riley, an- 
nounced upon scientific priaciples the 
following theory in regard to unprece- 
dented snow-storms, viz: “To avoid 
them, go 400 miles north and denude 
of its timber another belt across the 
mountains similar to that along the 
Central Pacific railruad. Everything 
will then be regular and lovely as far 
us snow-storms are concerned.” In 
view of what we know about Califor- 
nia snow storms, we beg leave to sug- 
gest that the above theory lacks sub- 
stance in the shape of thickness.

Upon a recent trip to the head of 
the valléy I noted the following: That 
M. O’Harra was building a new house 
and P. Dalty a new barn; that genial 
Cap Burton is doing the heft of the 
business at Susanville; that live Dolly, 
whilom rancher and at present sole 
proprietor of the mercantile depart— 
ment of Randolph, has been making 
internal improvements in his store, 
preparatory to the accommodation of 
bis large and increasing trade. Every- 
thing about Randolph augurs a suc-
